Mie American student to whom the 


mysteries of architectuje are made clear 
in Paris or Ne\v York forgets what was 
the former sanctity of his art. Mr. Her- 
bert Spencer shows conclusively that tte^ 
professional architect ofs thousands of 
years ago was the'prigst.' Early archi- 
tectnre sprang from ^anrastial.worship, 
and ancestral worship-wai-the Oldest of 
aft beliefs'.

It was 
very much nearer to our clay when the 
clerical architect gave up his task, leav- 
ing the constructive part to the master 
builder, and from the master builder 
came the modern architect.

A question of the etiquette of audi- 


ences arose once in New York when (lie 
Symphony society's concert was given. 
Mr. Joseffy played tho second Brahm 
concerto, which threw tho audience in- 
to a state of intense enthusiasm. He 
was called out a dozen times, and yet 
the audience persisted in its applause. 
Finally Mr. Damro&ch, the conductor, 
made as if to proceed with tho pro- 
gramme, but the audience kept up their 
applause. Mr. Damrosch waved his baton 
and began the nest number. The sounds 
of the orchestra were drowned, howev- 
er, by the noi&s of tho audience. 
Mr. 


Damrosch then r;,pped sharply upon his 
desk, and the musicians and the audience 
both became silent. He turned to tho 
audience and gave them a sharp rebuke 
for the manner in which they had con- 
ducted themselves, saying to them that 
to ask a pianist, no matter how much 
he might have- pleased them, to add to 
his exhausting labors after playing such 
a concerto was neither an appreciation 
of liis art nor an evidence of good man- 
ners. The audience very sensibly accept- 
ed the rebuke, and the performance 
went on.
